At 7pm the silent auction is closed, food is served, and we 
relax and enjoy those at our table. The Master of Ceremonies 
will guide us through the program with words from our 
Minister Emeritus, Nelson Irving, and General Board Chair, 
Audrey Steele. Then the fun begins with a live auction of 8 to 10 
items. 

A word about coalitions.... Some auction items lend 
themselves to a group purchase. Examples would be a golf 
outing or group dinner. Pull together a group to bid on an item 
and decide on your "maximum" bid. Competition is often 
spirited for these valuable offerings. The opportunity to enjoy 
the company of church friends at a later date extends the 
celebration! 

During the dinner program, silent auction results will be 
tabulated and the winning bidders will receive a tally of their 
purchases. Bring your check books! After check out, collect your 
items, go home and sleep well. We all have church the next 
morning, so it's not a late night.

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Laugh A Little - A Lot! 

The Healing, Coping Power of Laughter 



How we laughed and sang for joy, and the other nations said, 
"What amazing things the lord has done for them." 



Psalm 126:2 



I once saw a picture of Jesus that I had never seen before.. .he was laughing! It was captivating and 
infectious. Having celebrated Christmas, and preparing for the season of Lent, I'm ever reminded that laughter 
is an indispensable part of the Christian journey. How easily I am drawn to its healing power. Laughter is an 
essential part of God's grace. How thankful I am, because I love to laugh and to hear others laugh. The writer 
of Ecclesiastes says there is "a time to laugh," and he is right, because laughter and good humor bring relief 
and even joy to difficult times. 

Laughter IS good medicine, and some of us need to laugh a little more. It's a good thing to remember that 
there is a God, and thankfully, God is neither you nor me. God surely loves our laughter as much as our tears; 
otherwise Fm in serious trouble. 

Chuck Jones, creator of Bugs Bunny and friends, said that laughter was good because it made people feel 
less alone. David Henninger, writing in the Wall Street Journal, says that we don't laugh the way we used 
to. ..that "it went down a wabbit hole addressed political correctness." It it's true, too bad for us. Lighten up! 

Consider this - humor helps us cope not just with the trivial but with the tragic as well. Victor Frankl, in 
his book, "Man's Search of Meaning," speaks of using humor to survive imprisonment during World War II. 
Frankl and another inmate invented at least one amusing story each day to help them cope with the horrors 
surrounding them. According to Bill Cosby, "If you can find humor in something, you can survive it." 
Researchers agree. Studies reveal that individuals who have a strong sense of humor are less likely to 
experience burnout and depression. And they are more likely to enjoy life in general - even when carrying 
heavy burdens. 

Norman Cousins, once editor of Saturday Review, wrote about his life-changing experience with humor. 
He reported in his book "Anatomy of an Illness" that laughter helped turn the tide of his serious collagen 
disease. "I made the joyous discovery that 10 minutes of genuine belly laughter had an anesthetic effect and 
would give me at least two hours of pain-free sleep." (If I recall, he watched the Three Stooges a lot.. .a man 
after my own heart." He calls laughter "inner jogging" because every system in our body gets a workout when 
we have a hearty laugh. 

I'll bet Jesus laughed deeply and often, which was probably one of the rare qualities that distinguished him 
from the religious leaders of the day. 

There's always plenty of laughter at CCC, and we are a healthier church family because of it. Proverbs 
17:22 tells us: "A cheerful heart is good medicine, but a crushed spirit dries up the bone." I couldn't have said it 
better myself, (humbly speaking). 

Be of good cheer, indeed!
